German operations, aiming at the 
penetration of the important 
coastal region of the Venetian lagoon 
in Italy have been frustrated with 
heavy losses to the invaders, offi- 
clal dispatches from Rome today 
announced. 

Heavy fizhting took place at the 
Capo Sile bridgehead during which 
the Austro-Germans, after tempor- 
ary success, were counter-attacked 
by the Italians and driven off.

NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14,—Solicl- 
tor-General Davis, appearing today 
for the government in the cases be- 
fore the Supreme Court to test the 
constitutionality of the selective serv- 
ice act, declared that the acts of 
those who prey upon the minds of 
the ignorant to evade the law ap- 
proached treason.

TWO COURSES OPEN. . 

“The German government was 

in principle to answer the in- 

quiry, and to do this two courses 

were open, an indirect or direct re- 
ply. 

“The decisive objection against an 


indirect reply through the medium 


of the neutral power was that any 
one-sided presentation of the Ger- 
man attitude, even to a neutral 
mediator, might constitute a one- 
sided restriction of German policy 
without any guerantee in regard to 
the opponent's attitude. That being 
so, a direct verbal reply through the 
intermediary appeared to be the 
most opportune course to follow. 
“The trend of subsequent events, 
however, forced the cenviction on 
the German government that on the 
part of our opponents nothing was 


being done to facilitate such direct 


reply to the inquiry. 

“Regarding the utterance of Great 
Britain mentioned by Foreign Sec- 
retary Balfour about his readiness 
to receive any communication from 
the German government, the first 
news of this reached the German 
government only in Mr. Balfour's 
statement tu the House of Commons. 
A further step in this affair was not 
made on the German side.“

WIRE TWO THOUSAND 


TO HALIFAX TODAY. 


THIS CITY RAISES GOOD sUM 
FOR RELIEF OF DIS- 
ASTER VICTIMS. 


At, least $2000 will be telegraphed 
from this city to Halifax today for 
the relief of the disaster sufferers, 
according to the estimate last night 
of Mra. C. M. Gordon of the Allies’ 
Aid Association. Contributions tabu- 
lated up to last evening totaled about 
$1850, to which are to be added the 
proceeds of last nicht's lecture by 
Alfred Ntyes in Blanchard Hall and 
ether subscriptions that may come 
in over night.

SAW PIECE FAL. 

The only person who is known to 
have actually seen one of the shell 
fragments fall is 11-year-old Minnie 
Kunz, who lives with some relatives 
at Plata and Hoover streets. She 
Was crossing Hoover street to a 
grocery store, when the explosion 
occurred and was nearly knocked 
to the ground by the force of it. 
She became frightened and was 
starting to run when she saw some- 
thing strike the ground in front of 
her, rebound and stop, a few inches 
from her feet. She ran to the gro- 
cery store and told some customers 
there what she had seen and sev- 
eral people, after waiting to be sure 
that another shell weuld not ex- 
plode, went out with her and 
searched the street. A fragment of 
steel, which was yet hot, and which 
smelled strongly of burned powder, 
was found within 150 feet of the 
little girls home. It was turned 
over ta the police. 

This fragment is threaded on one 
side for a distance of three-quarters 
of an inch. It is about two inches 
long, by half an! % wide asd one- 
quarter of an inch thick. It 
burned and one tip of it is anneal 
as though it had passed through a 


high heat. 
WIDE AREA. 

All of the fragments found by the 
officers yesterday were picked up in 
the territory bounded by Plata 
street on the north, John street on 
the south, Micheltorena street on 
the east and Hoover street on the 
west. One fragment, picked up by 
Officer Lloyd, was found in front of 
the home at No. $409 Plata. street. 
while another piece, the largest of 
those found, was discovered by De- 
tective Leon at the corner of John 
and Hoover streets, three blocks 
away. In the back yards, near the 
sides of houses, as though they had 
fallen on the roofs and then dropped 
to the ground, the officers found 
other fragments within that area.

Crime is Committed as Fifty

Bringing with him à tale of ene 
of the strangest postal 
which ever came under his observa- 
tion, Postoffice Inspector Ranger 
yesterday returned from Parker, 
Ariz. The thief opened one of five 
mail sacks to which he gaineu ac- 
cess, besides bldwing up the safe of 
the station where the mail was de- 
posited, securing about §92 in cash, 


He took three letters from pouches, 
but they were not registered.
